Report  of  School  Board. 


The  liscal  year  just  closed  hns  been  one  of  interest  and 
general  satisfaction  and  credit  to  all  conceiiied ;  we  feel  that 
no  backward  steps  have  been  taken.  Nineteen  pupils  were 
graduated  from  tlie  ^raniniar  sciio*^!  course  :  Leonora  F.  Dolloff, 
Ernest  (I.  Fifield,  iMriiruie  E.  Hale,  Ernest  M.  JMen-ow,  A«inrs 
M.  Warren  were  nienibeis  of  the  Conway  chiss  ;  ^r^-rtle  FUnt 
from  Green  Hill ;  ]Mabel  Alley,  Hattie  (Jarter,  Alyra  Cliarles, 
Susie  Clifford,  Abl)ie  Lu(^y,  Patrick  Afah^ncy,  Harold  .Mudii;ett, 
Annie  Munro,  Lillian  Nute,  Lena  Pickard,  Russell  Ixicker, 
Mabel  Rogers,  Richard  Seavey  fi'om  North  Conway.  The 
graduating  exercises  were  very  interesting  and  well  attended. 
The  parts  were  well  rendered  and  the  papers  showed  thoughtful 
and  careful  study.  ^Yv  are  siu-e  everyone  who  attended  these 
exercises  was  proud  of  the  Ccmway  graduates  of  1901. 

To  the  credit  of  our  pupils,  it  is  a  pleasure  to  say  that 
study  is  becoming  po[)idar.  A  goodly  number  of  our  graduates" 
are  attending  schools  of  higher  grade  in  various  towns  and 
cities  in  the  8tat'.%  taking  advantage  of  Chapter  118,  Section  1 
Session  Laws  of  IDOo  :  'Any  town  not  maintaining  a  high 
school  or  school  of  corresponding  grade  shall  pay  for  the  tuition 
of  any  child  who  with  parents  or  guardian  resides  in  said  town 
and  who  attends  a  high  scliool  or  academy  in  the  same  or  an- 
other town  or  city  in  this  State,  and  the  [)arent  or  guardian  of 
child  shall  notify  the  School  Board  of  the  district  in  which  he 
resides  of  the  his;h  school  or  academy  which  he  had  determined 
to  attend,  provifled.  however,  that  no  town  shall  be  liable  for 
the  tuition  of  any  chiid  in  any  school,  in  excess  of  the  average 
cost  per  child  of  instruction  for  the  I'egularly  em})loyed  teachei's 
of  that  school  and  the  cost  of  text-books,  supplies  and  appa- 
ratus during  the  school  year  preceding,  nor,  in  any  case,  shall 
the  town  be  liable  for  the  tuition  of  any  child  in  excess  of  forty 
dollars  per  year."  We  would  call  the  attention  of  the  i)arents 
to  the  fact  that  the  law  means  that  they  shall  notify  the  School 
Board  of  their  determination  to  send  their  children  to  other 
schools,  that  we  may  know  what  to  expect  in  the  line  of  bills 
for  tuition.  Each  year  is  bringing  to  us  new  demands,  and 
since  the  closing  of  the  linancial  accounts,  bills  for  tuition  have 
come  to  us,  and  others  may  come. 
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We  would  like  to  call  tlie  attention  of  tlie  tax-pnyers  of  the 
soliool  district  to  the  amount  of  n]')!iey  l)einu'  paid,  as  by  law 
we  are  com()clled  to  do,  for  tuition  of  scholars  in  this  district 
attending  hiuii  school  or  academies  within  this  State.  Jk'sides 
what  has  already  beun  uaid  for  the  liscal  3'ear,  bills  for  sixty 
dollars  have  been  received  since  the  ir)th  of  February,  and  ])ills 
for  about  one  hundred  dollars  more  are  ex})ected  for  the  com- 
ing year.  Dot-s  it  not  seem  hat  the  time  is  near  at  hand  when 
wc  had  better  a})ply  thi.>  money  to  the  support  of  a  high  school 
in  our  own  town  r  Sho.uld  the  interest  of  parents  in  sending 
their  scholars  to  high  schools  increase  in  the  next  few  years  as 
it  has  in  the  past  two  years,  it  can  easily  be  seen  that  the 
money  paid  out  would  substantially  defray  the  expenses  of  a 
high  school.  We  iiivite  and  recommend  a  careful  arid  thought- 
ful investiu'ation  of  this  matter  of  paying  tuition  of  students 
attending  liigh  schools  or  acadi-mies  in  this  State  by  towns  not 
having  a  high  school  as  Conway,  with  a  view  of  establishing  a 
high  school  in  our  own  town  in  the  near  future. 

We  would  call  the  attention  of  parents  and  guardians  to 
still  another  notice.  The  State  school  year  begins  in  Septem- 
ber:  little  children  attending  school  for  the  (irst  time  must  enter 
in  September.  This  rule  applies  only  to  children  who  have 
never  attended  school  and  cannot  read  and  do  number  work 
well  enough  to  enter  classes  already  formed.

SCHOOL  BOARD. 

REPAIRS. 

As  in  past  years,  we  have  endeavored  to  practice  the 
strictest  economy  in  the  repairs  on  our  school  buildings.  But, 
as  has  been  stated  in  another  part  of  this  report,  some  expen- 
sive operations  in  the  repairs  of  school  buildings  have  been  de- 
mande<l.  The  trial  of  the  past  severe  winter  has  proven  the 
new  heating  plant  at  No.  fully  adequate  for  all  requirements. 
AYe  trust  the  call  for  appropriation  to  meet  the  expense  will  be 
met  by  the  voters  in  a  whole-hearted,  cheerful  manner.  The 
roof  of  the  school  building  at  Conwr^-  Village  was  newly 
shingled.  The  coming  year  the  most  important  needs  are  an 
addition  to  the  woodshed  at  Conway.  The  interior  of  the  old 
school-room  at  Kedstone  needs  considerable  attention.  The 
ceiling  in  several  places  is  sagging,  a  large  piece  of  plastering 
is  off  near  one  door,  caused  by  the  wind  slamming  the  door, 
and  the  walls  need  to  be  whitened  or  tinted.  We  would  recom- 
mend a  wood  ceiling.  The  ceiling  and  walls  of  the  Green  Hill 
school-room  also  need  to  be  freshened.  Considerable  repair- 
ing needs  to  be  done  at  the  West  Side  school-house  the  coming 
year.  To  cover  all  repairs  above  mentioned  we  reconnnend  the 
sum  of  HOO. 
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TKL'ANCY. 

This  is  a  grave  subject  and  one  that  causes  many  of  our 
teacliers  tnuch  annoyance.  In  the  various  villages  Truant 
Otiicers  are  appointed  by  the  School  Board,  yet  no  si)ecial  gain 
is  made  in  this  matter,  and  we  continue  to  iiave  a  larger  num- 
ber of  truants  than  we  ought.  We  fully  believe  that  we  shall 
meet  with  no  success  in  handling  this  question  until  the  School 
Board  more  strictly  enforce  the  law  and  occas'onally  send  the 
incorrigible  pupil  to  the  truant  school.  One  example  is  more 
effective  than  many  plans  devised  by  the  otiicers.  We  should 
look  to  the  welfan;  of  the  individuals  and  the  good  of  the 
schools.  We  are  sorry  that  there  are  an}^  parents  in  town  who 
do  not  ap[)reciate  the  advantages  of  an  education  and  allow 
their  children  to  absent  themselves  from  school.  Either  this 
matter  must  continue  loosely,  or  it  must  be  met  in  one  of  the 
two  following  ways  :  either  the  parents  must  see  thnt  their  chil- 
dren attend  the  regular  sessions  of  school,  or  the  children  must 
be  sent  to  the  State  Institution  for  such  otfenclers.  Such  prose- 
cutions are  distasteful  to  the  School  Board,  nor  do  we  like  to 
impose  upon  the  town  the  necessary  expense  which  such  pro- 
ceedings must  incur. 

In  the  north  part  of  the  School  District  several  changes 
have  left  their  mark  u[)r>n  the  schools  of  this  part  of  the  town, 
the  greatest  change  being,  of  course,  the  substitution  of  a  new 
steam  heat  plant  for  the  old  worthless  furnace  at  No.  8,  and  a 
new  system  of  closets  placed  there  ])y  the  sanitary  committee 
appointed  at  the  last  school  meeting.  The  sanitary  conditions 
at  No.  8  were  so  bad  that  this  committee  considered  immediate 
action  necessary,  and  the  school  was  by  that  means  suspended 
for  one  week  while  the  substitution  was  made.  Later  in  the 
season  the  steam  lieating  plant  was  installed,  the  committee 
realizing  that  it  would  be  impossible  to  maintain  a  school  during 
the  past  winter  without  some  new  heating  arrangement.  The 
water  supply  proved  insutlicient,  and  a  larger  pipe  was  laid 
from  the  street,  and  an  arrangement  for  the  drinking  water  es- 
tablished on  the  first  lloor  instead  of  in  the  basement  with  the 
closets  as  before. 

So  now  wo  can  say  that  the  sanitary  condition  of  the 
school-house  at  No.  8,  which  has  caused  the  people  of  Conway 
so  much  anxiety,  is  of  the  very  best.  And  in  the  ensuing  year 
the  same  can  be  said  of  the  school-house  as  a  whole  except  that 
the  four  windows  for  the  south  side  of  the  building  asked  for 
in  last  year's  report  are  still  neeiled,  as  in  the  short  winter  days 
the  intermediate  and  gi-ammar  rooms  are  dark  before  closing 
time.  The  teachers  have  not  been  obliged  to  close  the  school 
for  a  day  or  a  part  thereof  as  a  result  of  smoke  or  lack  of  heat, 
and  this  is  something  tiuit  has  not  happened  for  some  time 
past.    The  School  Board  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  peo[)le  of 
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Conway  should  unite  in  tlieir  approval  of  the  improvement 
made,  where  it  was  evident  that  if  school  kept  improvement 
must  be  made,  by  appropriating  wliatever  sum  may  be  necessary 
to  reimburse  this  committee  for  the  money  expended  in  making 
such  improvements.  The  old  furnaces  were  sold  and  the  money 
turned  into  the  town  treasury. 

The  tax-payers  of  tlie  School  District,  by  referring  to  re- 
ports of  past  years,  will  tind  that  a  greater  or  less  sum  has 
been  paid  the  principal  for  janitor  work,  and  the  sweeping  has 
been  done  in  any  way  that  was  found  most  convenient  by  the 
teachers  themselves,  or  not  done  at  all.  As  a  result  the  build- 
ing was  not  properly  taken  care  of ;  and  those  who  have  exam- 
ined the  furnaces  and  assume  to  know,  say  that  their  condition 
was  largely  due  to  improper  care :  hence  the  School  Boara 
thought  that,  as  a  man  could  be  employed  for  shghtly  more 
than  had  been  paid  the  teacher,  giving  his  whole  attention  to 
the  work,  and  better  results  be  obtained  as  to  the  condition  of 
the  building  and  in  the  teaching, if  the  principal's  attention  was 
not  divided  as  heretofore,  it  would  be  wise  to  employ  a  janitor, 
as  has  been  done,  and  the  condition  of  the  building  at  this  time 
with  respect  to  its  care,  as  compared  with  last  spring,  will  amply 
demonstrate  this,  as  anyone  who  iias  visited  the  schools  at  both 
time  can  bear  us  out  in  saying. 

The  roof  of  the  school-house  at  No.  15  was  found  to  be  in 
such  bad  shape  last  fall  that  every  rain  meant  the  drenching  out 
of  one  or  more  scholars  from  their  seats,  so  the  roof  was  newly 
shingled  from  the  general  repair  fund. 

The  ceiling  at  the  McI\Iillan  school-house  is  m  very  bad 
shape,  the  plastering  being  off  in  several  places,  and  the  rest  is 
nearly  all  loose  or  hanging.  Now  it  seems  to  the  Board,  and 
we  recommend  that  this  ceiling  be  papered  and  sheathed  with- 
out removing  the  plastering  ;  in  this  way  doing  away  with  future 
mason  work  and  making  the  building  all  the  warmer.  It  has 
been  estimated  that  it  would  cost,  labor  and  material,  complete, 
not  exceeding  and  possibly  less  than  880.  Also  there  is  no 
opportunity  for  the  scholars  going  to  tliis  school  to  procure 
drinking  water.  In  the  past,  during  the  sununer  while  school 
"was  in  session,  water  has  been  obtained  from  a  spring  on  the 
side  of  the  hill  opposite  the  school-house,  or  from  the  Tucker 
watering  trough ;  but  now  the  spring  has  gone  dry,  and  the 
watering  trough  is  closed  the  greater  part  of  the  school  year. 
It  would  seem  that  some  provision  should  be  made  for  drink- 
ing water. 

There  has  been  but  little  change  in  the  corps  of  teachers 
in  this  part  of  the  town ;  those  who  have  served  us  in  the  past 
and  been  retained  this  year  have  certainly  given  us  their  best 
» fforts,  resulting  in  elliciency  and  satisfaction.  And  as  to  the 
new  ones  engaged,  they  have  proved  most  satisfactory.  At 
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the  close  of  the  last  spring  term  the  grammar  room  at  No.  <S 
was  in  a  demoralized  condition  :  discipline  was  practically  un- 
known;  but  under  the  principalship  ot"  JNIr.  Dinsmore  it  has  de- 
veloped into  a  school  of  wliicli  tlie  Sciiool  District  may  well 
feel  proud.  The  Board  were  o])]iged  to  pay  Mr.  Dinsmore  more 
than  had  formerly  been  paid  for  a  principal  here,  namely  SI 3, 
but  considering  the  results  obtained,  we  think  the  additional 
expenditure  a  good  investment. 

GENERAL  REMARKS. 

Considered  as  a  whole,  the  schools  of  Conway  are  a  credit 
to  the  town.  They  are  steadily  improving  from  year  to  year ; 
still  the  standard  of  school  work  is  far  from  being  all  that  is 
desired.  The  age  is  one  of  rapid  advancemen.t,  and  our  [)ublic 
schools  must  keep  abreast  with  the  progress  of  the  times.  The 
old  notion  that  anyone  can  *'keep  school"  is  fast  disappearing 
from  the  minds  of  thoughtful  people. 

Education  lias  practically  been  reduced  to  a  science,  and 
mere  scholarship  is  not  sullicient  intellectual  outfit  for  the 
teacher's  work.  A  di[)loma,  faithfully  earned,  does  much  to 
make  a  good  teacher,  as  it  does  to  make  a  good  physician  or  a 
good  lawyer;  but  few  employ  a  ])hysician  or  a  lawyer  who  has 
not  added  to  his  general  training  some  special  training  for  his 
profession.  Is  it  unreasonable  to  ap[)ly  the  same  rule  in  the 
selection  of  teachers?  Certainly,  a  careful  and  systematic 
study  of  the  laws  of  mind  with  I'eference  to  mental  growth  will 
enable  a  person  to  deal  more  wisely  with  the  perplexing  prob- 
lems of  child-life  that  are  constantly  presenting  themselves  to 
a  teacher  for  solution.  The  teacher  needs  to  know  not  only  the 
subjects  taught  but  how  to  present  them  t )  the  young  minds, 
and  therefore  cannot  be  too  highly  cultivated.  The  work  of 
the  teacher  is  too  closely  related  to  the  welfare  of  the  com- 
munity to  be  passed  by  with  a  sim[)le  comment.  Every 
citizen  has  a  right  to  know,  and  should  know  by  personal  ac- 
cpiaintance,  who  our  teachers  are,  what  their  habits  are,  and 
what  influence  they  exert  over  the  ])upils.  Not  everyone  who 
secures  a  school  necessarily  teaches:  "He  alone  teaches  who  is 
a  teacher."  Emerson  re])lied  to  his  daughter's  cpiestion  of 
what  she  should  study,  that  it  made  no  difference  what  she 
studied;  the  (juestion  was  with  whom  she  studied.  When  our 
citizens  are  awake  to  the  fact  that  the  teacher  is  the  soul  of  the 
school,  and  that  the  school  is  the  safeguard  of  the  State,  they 
will  see  to  it  that  none  but  true  and  inspiring  men  and  women 
long  hold  such  a  position  of  trust  in  the  community.  The 
somewhat  common  idea  that  the  teacher's  woi'k  is  conlined  to 
the  few  hours  the  school  is  in  session  is  far  from  true;  many  of 
our  teachers  are  engaged  from  eaily  morning  until  late  at  night 
with  the  work  of  their  schools.     They  fre<piently  deny  them- 
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selves  social  pleasures  in  order  to  satisf\^  the  demands  of  the 
school.  vSuch  teachers  have  made  our  scliools  wliat  they  are  to- 
day, and  are  deservinix  of  words  of  commendation  from  the 
School  Board,  parents,  and  all  interested  in  the  welfare  of  the 
town.  To  know  that  their  work  is  appreciated  will  give  them 
new  energy  and  inspiration. 

We  desire  to  tiiank  the  teachers  who  have  labored  so  fidtli- 
fully  for  the  best  interests  of  the  schools  for  their  many  kind- 
nesses and  words  of  encourngement  that  have  rendered  our 
work  with  them  so  pleasant. 

In  closing,  we  wish  to  thank  the  tax-payers  for  the  support 
they  have  given  the  public  schools  in  the  i)ast ;  we  feel  that  they 
are  loyal  to  the  interests,  and  willing  to  be  taxed  liberally  for 
their  support.  The  past  school  year  has  been  one  of  32  weeks. 
While  we  should  be  glad  to  have  the  year  lengthened  by  one 
or  two  weeks,  in  order  that  the  work  of  the  pupils  as  laid  out 
by  our  course  of  study  may  be  thorougiih'  done  and  the  reten- 
tion of  our  best  teachers  guaranteed,  we  do  not  desire  to  in- 
crease excessively  the  burden  of  taxes  b}"  asking  for  too  much 
demanding  too  many  changes  in  a  single  year.  Our  only  de- 
sire in  this  respect  is  to  give  the  people  of  Conway  just  as  good 
schools  as  possible  for  tlie  amount  of  money  they  feel  able  to 
expend  upon  them.  W^e  hope  that  no  less  than  twenty-five 
hundred  dollars  above  that  required  by  law  will  be  appropii- 
ated.  The  average  cost  per  week  for  teachers,  transportation, 
and  janitor  work  has  been  two  hundred  dollars.  It  is  not  prob- 
able that  it  will  be  any  less  the  coming  year. 

AYe  presume  the  tax-payers  will  notice  the  overdraft  of 
thirty  dollars.  It  was  a  question  with  the  Board  whether  they 
should  give  all  schools  an  additional  week  the  past  winter  term 
or  have  a  balance  in  the  treasury  of  the  difference  between  SoO 
and  $200.  A\'e  felt  it  only  just  to  pupils  and  teachers  to  con- 
tinue the  schools. 

W^e  desire  to  express  our  obligations  to  all  for  their  continued 
support  and  co-operation.

Report  of  Librarian  of  Conway  Branch 


Of  Conway  PciiLic  Lusraky  fok  Year  Endint^  Dec.  31,  11)04. 

The  year's  work  has  been  interesting,  helpful,  and  in  some 
directions  encouraging.  The  circle  of  readers  has  been  ex- 
tended, 83  new  cards  having  been  issued,  while  some  old  readers 
have  moved  away  or  dropped  out.  As  is  always  the  case  in  a 
Public  Library,  the  circulation  of  books  of  fiction  is  the  large^^t. 
The  circulation  for  the  year  has  been:  3103  fiction,  1333  juve- 
nile, IIG  biograph}',  58  histor}',  65  travel,  0  religious,  and  72 
miscellaneous  books  ;  making  a  total  of  505(J,  a  daily  average 
of  48  16-105,  as  the  Library  was  open  105  days.  It  will  be 
noticed  how  large  a  proportion  of  the  circulation  is  juvenile 
books.  There  has  been  a  falling  off  in  the  circulation  from 
5548  to  5056.  This  is  due  almost  if  not  entirely  to  lack  of 
suitable  books.  No  juvenile  books,  none  of  the  up-to-date  and 
popular  books,  have  been  added,  except  an  occasional  volume 
by  some  Iriend  of  the  Library. 

The  Life  of  Lincoln  by  Ida  M.  Tarbell,  a  set  of  books, 
Makers  of  History,  have  been  added  and  are  much  liked  by  one 
class  of  readers.  A  set  of  Foe's  works  and  of  Balzac's  have 
also  been  added.  The  children  and  young  people  are  being- 
trained  in  the  schools  to  like  a  good  style  of  reading  matter, 
and  books  are  called  for  in  connection  with  school  work  and 
studies.  Our  older  readers,  while  most  of  them  ask  for  fiction, 
want  a  good  class  of  (iction,  something  readable  and  at  the 
same  time  helpful.

AT  CONWAY  CENTER. 

It  is  very  gratifying  to  be  able  to  report  that  the  interest 
in  the  Li])rary  has  been  unusually  good  throughout  tlie  year, 
especially  among  tlie  youtli.  Lack  oi  new  jn;iterial  has  caused 
tlie  patronage  of  adults  to  drop  i'l  numbers.  The  reading 
table  has  been  fairly -well  sui)piird,  throuLili  ^dndncss  of  friends. 
Mrs.  J.  E.  Alorril!  subscribed  tor  IMie  Outlook  for  the  yerr, 
Mrs.  Nettie  Hill  subscribing  for  Success:  tlie  librarian  linding 
Avays  and  means  whereby  Ladies'  Home  Journal,  Good  House- 
keeping, Review  of  Reviews,  and  Fooi'  Track  News  were  regu- 
larly received.  ^Ir.  and  Mrs.  Everett  Thoits  kindly  supplied 
Everybody's  Magazine  and  Munsey.  At  various  times  maga- 
zines have  been  given  by  Mrs.  J.  1'].  Moriill,  Mrs.  11.  S.  Nich- 
ols, Mrs.  T.  P.  Ivy,  and  Airs.  K*.  G.  McLoy.  For  each  and 
all  of  these  gifts  we  are  very  grateful.

Simmons,  tiir<"»uuh  Miss  L.  II.  Ilamhii-u.  one  boolv ;  Miss  Isa- 
belle  \Veils,  tlu-ee  Itoolc-;  .Mrs.  IMouin,  two  books,  and  witli 
lines  collected  [uirciiased  st>-v  t'n  ])ooks,  making  an  addition  of 
one  hundred  and  tlii'ee  })ook's  during  the  year.

The  Pulilic  Li])rary  is  coming  mori'  and  more  to  be  recognized' 
as  a  potent  factor  in  school  education.  The  skillful  teacher 
uses  it  as  an  assistance  in  disciplining  the  school  and  a  hel[)  in 
stirring  up  the  minds  of  the  dull  boy  or  girl.  8he  has  on  hand 
mteresting  and  helpful  books  for  tlie  bright  pujnl  who  does  his 
work  in  less  than  the  allotted  time,  and  suggests  the  best  books 
to  be  read  at  home.  Our  teachers  are  fortunate  in  having  the 
public  library,  and  li])rariaus  who  are  interested  in  the  reading 
for  the  young.  We  can  all  clearly  see  the  relation  betw(>en  a 
school  of  readers  and  a  reading  community. 
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
